Crowing .Sorghum for Sirup 
I 
With continued sugar rationing in 
prospect for at lea t most ol the 
coming year, farmers may find it' 
profitable to Increase sorghum acre­ 
age again Throughout most of the ; 
ca t and middle west last fall sot- j 
ghum m olasses brought prices rang­ 
ing from SI 25 to SI 50 a gallon. Tile 
editor knows many growers who sold 
their entire output at Ute roadside 
at ti 50 a gallon and found demands > 
far exceeding supplies. For home 
consumption as well as marketing, 
sorghum cane is a worthwhile crop. 
Planting is not done until the so il, 
is warm, preferably after corn plant­ 
ing in May But soils for sorghum 
should be prepared a t least a month 
before planting time In order to fur­ 
nish a firm .seed bed. In fact, large 
growers practice fall plowing, with 
frefluent spring harrowlngs to keep 
weeds removed and the surface m el­ 
low until time to plant But plow­ 
ing early in April usually prove*, 
satisfactory. 
Sorghums arc divided into three

groups—grain 
varieties 
for 
livestock feeding, broom corn, and

Many experienced growers believe 
that every grower m ust make years 
of tests to determ ine the best re­ 
lationship* of fertilizer kind* and 
amounts to promote maximum juice 
vield.s.
